The public life of this good man commen- 
ced aot long after the seulement of Plymouth. 
For soon afier the death of Mr. Carver in the 
Spring of the year 1621 he wee chosen gov- 
ernor. Aad from that time till his death he 
was re-elecies annually to the same office, 
with the exception of five years during which 
it was beld by Winslow and Prince. Thos 
for thirty years, he was by the suffrages of the 
people called to preside as chief magistrate 
over the infant colony. Formed by nature 
to command and qualified by education for 
the duties in that way devolving upon him, 
be was not obliged, hike modera politicians, 
to make a sacrifice of moral principle, and 
then bury himself in fith and work igno- 
bly im the dirt in order to acquire that popu- 
larity among the dregs and offals of society 
necessary to become a great man and ¢ ruler 
of the land. Noone in New England bas 
ever held the office eo long, and none prob- 
ably has discharged the duties of it more se- 
ceptably.

Hw interary attainments were also quite 
respectable. For he appears to have been 
fond of study, and his writings were numer- 
ous and valuable.

Her name was Alice South-, 
worth, She came to thie country im the 
Aune & Little James in the year 1023, and 
they were married not long afier her arrival. 
The fruit of these marriages were three sons | 
and one daughier. John, the son of the first 
wife, lived, and probably died, in Durbary. 
Whee te, "Peeled ar Kingston, bot was 
buried near his father in Plymouth. Joseph 
married at Hingham. And the descendants 
from these three branches, who are numer- 
ous and highly respectable, are scattered 
almost every where over this part of the 
country. 

Sach was Governor Bradford. He was 
horn on one side of the Atlantic and died on 
the other. He lived twenty years in Engtend, 
twelve years in Holland, and thirty-six years 
in America. He was from early youth 
member of the christian church, and for thir- 
ty years governor of the Piymouth colony 
Hue private iife was one of exemplary piety 
and bis peblic character was held in high 
estimation. And having thus lived for the 
good of others, he died May 9h 1657, in the 
Gh year of his age, * Lamented,” says Cot- 
ton Mather, “by all the Colones of New 
Eagland, as a common blessing and father to 
them ail.” Hu monament on the Barial 
Hull at Plymouth may tel! the passing traveler 
where bis ashes repose; but a record of his 
virtues, more permanent than that of marble 
or granite, has been made, not only on the 
charactet of his descendants, but on the civil 
and religious iastitutions of the whole country.
